caucus tomorrow and that the han- | 
sas City crowd will not go through | 


with its demand that he go as a 
delegate at large."’ 
New Angle to Situation. 

The switch opens up a new angle 
of the situation. Reed two weeks 
ago announced that he would not 
go as a delegate at large if instruct- 
ed to support an indorsement of the 
league of nations. Now, if his 
friends are willing to accept for him 
the lesser honor of being chosen a 
district delegate, there is revived the 
report that Reed will not consider 
any action of the State convention 
as binding upon district delegates 
and that if chosen a district dele- 
gate he will choose to accept that 
as an indorsement of his position on 
the league of nations, leaving him 
free to act as he pleases at the San 
Francisco convention. 

With the arrival of delegates to- 
day the opposition to Reed appears 
stronger even than it has seemed in 
the past. The indications are that 
the convention will not consent for 
Reed to go even as a district dele- 
gate, and that it is probable that 
strong anti-Reed resolutions will be 
adopted. 

In efforts to preserve party har- 
mony, leaders are urging that the 
convention content itself with re- 
fusin gto honor Reed, though they 
are fearfyl even that that will mean 
a party split. 

Pendergast Threat Worrtes. 


In this connection they are report- 
ing Pendergast’s ultimatum deliv- 
ered to the State Committee a week 
ago at a conference in Jefferson 
City. Pendergast told Chairman 
Neale of the comrilittee that if Reed 
“was rolled at Joplin’ Kansas City 
would defeat the Democratic ticket 
at the November election. Kansas | 
City for a number of years has saved 
the ticket, the votes there overcom- 
ing the Republican majority ob- 
tained by the St. Louis vote. 

While Pendergast's threat 
Plainly worried the party 
they profess to think lightly 
Beveral of them said today 
Reed could not afford to 
ticket and ‘that any action of that | 
kind by Kansas City Democrats 
Would be tharged to Reed.

This does not enumerate all the handicaps of apart- 
ment house building at present. On the $675,000 in- 
vestment, including site, of six years ago, it was pos- 
sible to borrow $500,000. On the $1,075,000 or $1,- 
000,000 investment of today it fs possible to borrow 
only $600,000. Financing projects is difficult and 
costly. 

Labor, of course, is a great item in all increases of 

building costs, but there are other items. Builders 
complain that the advance in freight rates on build- 
ing materials averages twice as much as the advance 
on other commodities. Lack of cars explains a 
scarcity in lumber at many centers which permits ab- 
normal prices to be charged. 
When may a reduction in building costs be ex- 
| pected? The article affords little comfort on this

clusion. But prices are almost certain to be stabil- 
ized at the highér range, making the financial prob- 
lem easier.

REFORM IN MILITARY JUSTICE. 

ey announcement that the Senate Military Af- 
| fairs Committee has” approved a bill for the reor- 
ganization of the army courtmartial system will be 
| received with approval by all who have any knowl- 
| edge of so-called military justice as it has heretofore 
obtained in our army. In substance and largely in de- 
| tail the United States has been governing its army 
under the British code of 1774, which, in turn, was 
handed down through Gustavus Adolphus from the 
days of Caesar. There have been some revisions, 
the last of which became effective in the revised 
articles of war of March 1, 1917, but few essential 
changes have been made. 

In no true sense can it be said that our system of 
military justice is a part of jurisprudence When even 
the legal opinions of the Judge Advocate-General, the 
highest law officer in the army, are, by the General 
Staff statute, made expressly subject to the “super- 
vision” of the Chief of Staff. Military power is thus 
| freed from legal regulation. Throughout the sys- 
| tem it is the power of the military commander, and 

not the law, that controls. Thus the commander de- 
termines whether the accusation is legally sufficient 
and the evidence establishes a prima facie case; he. 

“selects” military counsel for the accused: he selects 
officers to constitute the court, who act both as judge 
and jury; he determines all questions of admissibil- 
ity of evidence; he decides all questions of regularity 
and legality of the proceedings: and, finally, he ap- 
proves, disapproves or returns the findings, according 
to his view of guilt or innocence and punishment. 

The views of the military commander are final: 
there can be no such thing as error of law nor is 
there any superior authority to which an accused man 
may appeal, though approval bv the President is re- 
quired in all sentences respecting officers and in cer- 
tain cases where the sentence is death. In all other 
cases the authority appointing the court is su- 
preme. 

In the 42 punitive articles of our code, 29 prescribe 
that the offenses ‘‘shall be punished as a courtmar- 
tial may direct,” 11 prescribe “death or such other 
punishment as a courtmartial may direct,’ while two 
articles make the death penalty mandatory. For a 
trivial offense, therefore, a courtmartial may direct 
any punishment up to and including death. With 
such latitude {t may be understood how it was pos-

Resourceful, courageous officials have it 
in their power to administer deterrents potential 
enough to render relapse pico the habit infrequent. 

Gov. Allen has his own way of meeting situations. 
He may meet this one in a fashion that will have 
value and instruction in sections where the lynching 
problem is ever present and is much more serious 
than in Kansas.

Julian Arnold, commercial attache of the 
American Embassy in China, says the yellow 
peril is a myth. He has been all over China, 
and he finds it for the greatef part as sparsely 
inhabited as our Western states. The waking 
giant has no need to bother us. He has his own 
country to populate and develop, and beyond 
that lies the almost undiscovered interior of 
Asia. We are glad to hear it, Nobody wishes 
the new China light and learning more than 
Just a Minute. We might say that what we 
have learned of other races has fairly endeared 
the Chinese to us. All that has bothered us was 
their number. It is almost intolerable to think 
even of 400,000,000 people like ourselves. Mr. 
Arnold has some mighty interesting and com- 
forting statistics upon that score.

The most gregari- 
ous of peoples, they are now centered in a few 
populous districts. In the valley of the Yang 
Tse river, for instance, there are 200,000,000 of 
them.
